RUMOR OF MEDIATION IN
RUSSIAN-JAPANESE WAR
IS UTTERLY DISCREDITED

Baron Hayashi Says no Attempt Will Be
Made to Capture Port Arthur for
One Month at Least.

London, June L.—Rumors of media-
tion In the Japanese war caused a rise
of % per cent in consols and a general
upward tendency on the London ex~
change this afterncon, but the rumors

have found no eonfirmation in diplo-
matle clreles, The forelgn ofMee char-
acterizes the report that mediation Is
pending In the Immediate future as
“rubbish,”
Baron Hayashl, who (8 Japan's se-
nlor minister and foremost diplomatic
representative abroad, who would be
the first to hear any such move, Bays:
“Not a whisper of medlatlon has
reached me. For us to stay our hands
at this moment would be sensviess
folly, Russls appenrs to be In o serf-
ous dilemma. Bhe hns not enough men
In the fleld to cope with our various
points of attack., If she sends the re-
Inforcements that General Kuropatkin
so miuch needs, she cannot find them.

DEAD BY HIS OWN HAND.

Despondency Over Financial Trouble
Loads to Suicide.
Seatle, Wash, June 1.—Captain D,
J. Wheeler, who for 60 years has salled
the Pacific, dled a muicide’s death in
Wayside Mission hospltal yesterday.
Two days before, as these dispatches
have told, Captaln Wheeler swallowad
a mixture of oplum and whisky. The
physlclans found him in a dying con-
dition, They worked with him, and
hs began to rally to such an extent
that they thought he would recover.
He grew worse yesterday, and died
from the effects of the polson, He was
76 yeara old.
Despondency caused by financlal
troubles and lack of employment s
given as the cause of the rash act
Wheeler had 335,000 worth of property
n Los Angeles, Cal. He allowed It to
become Involved in litigation, At last
he gave n power of alorney to A young
lawyer In California to dispose of the
property at $18,800, “Whealer sent a
signed deed for the property, the name
to be filled In by the attorney, Wheeler
recelved no money nor reply to a num-
ber of letters sent there. He finally
brooded over the loss which he be-
lieved he had sustained until he becama
mentally unbalanced. Then he took
the polson. a
Captain Wheeler wrote to a marrled
daughter, the wife of a milllonaire at
Manlla, P, L, telling his troubles. The
daughter begged her father to return
to her, and she sent him n ticket, He
tould not bear to be dependent upon
some one else, nnd sought death rather

than face his poverty, His age kept|indian and Squaw Try to Commit
